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"TRUST THE STUDENT" 



The Dean of Arts in his discerning revue of conditions af- 
fecting the academic work within the Faculty of which he is head, 
dismisses the problem of student activities by affirming his faith 
in the studcnl body to deal intelligently with a question which 
naturally modifies to a greater or lesser degree the subjects of 
education embodied in the curriculum. But further, one senses in 
his analysis a keen appreciation of the function of student ac- 
tivities and a sympathetic understanding .of the basic principles 
underlying their origin and the sentiments which prompt their 
continuence. 

The increasing ramification of our student organÎ7ations bids 
fair sooner or later to precipitate a climax, when we might well 
be confronted with the delicate task of rebuilding a structure 
which has taken years and infinite patience to erect. To coun- 
tenance the abolishment of student activities is unthinkable. They, 
are almost unanimously conceded to be character builders, through 
the administrative, self-reliant and initiative traits which they 
promote and develop. Further they are practically the embodi- 
ment of ou r social instincts and certainly they are the present 
manifestation of the very ideals which a broader education must 
needs inculcate into a man if it is to make him a true and better 
citizen. 

We may dismiss as unimportant to the upbuilding of our ma- 
jor organizations the strictly recreational features which are the 
sine qua non of minor clubs and of some intra-mural societies. 
Eut our Students' Society, our Union, our more important Sports, 
our Press; none of these would have attained their present stage 
of perfection without the stimulus of devotion to Alma Mater 
■which underlies them all. Each individual feels that in contribut- 
ing his mite to the work of strengthening the ties among the 
body of students, he is in a sense discharging part of his debt to 
his college. 

He has done so in the past, sometimes at no little sacrifice 
of academic standing, sometimes at a severe tax upon his 
physical capacities, and even in some instances at some personal 
financial outlay. Our perfected system is already taxing execu- 
tives to the limit. It is becoming a physical impossibility for a good 
many capable students to discharge to their own satisfaction and 
with full justice to their charge, the demands made upon their 
time and energy by the higher posts in our societies. -Have we 
serfected something which we cannot control?, will the economic 
-aw of Supply and Demand step in and call a halt to further pro- 
gress because managing services are lacking? 

Dr. Ira Mackay, from intimate acquaintance with the ef- 
fects of student self-government, is willing to ''trust the student" 
to find a solution. We must and we can master the situation with- 
out retrogressing if we will spread the details of administration 
among larger staffs, relieving officials of all but the actual task 
of directing. For this two things are necessary: many students who 
are not now lending a hand can put their shoulder to the wheel, 
and executive officials must be willing and ready to delegate to 
subordinates a greater proportion of responsibilty and accord 
.them commensurate recognition of their services.
